Gendarme killed as farmer 
shot in Brussels protest 


BRUSSELS. — Farmers beat to death a gendarme yesterday after 
he had shot and killed a farmer taking part in an anti-Common 
Market demonstration, the State Attorney's Office announced. 


Official spokesmen said the gen- 
darme had found himself in a dif- 
ficult position and opened fire while 
Yighting rioters who stormed through 
the streets of Brussels. 

When one of the demonstrating 
farmers fell dead, his companions 
attacked the gendarme. He died 
later of grave ‘head wounds. Reports 
identified the farmer as an Italian, 
but did not name him. 

About 150 people were injured as 
@ march by 80,000 angry European 
farmers degenerated into violence 
and destruction. Police said about 
120 demonstrators were treated in 
hospitals. On the police side, 20 
men were seriously injured by fly- 
ing stones and bottles, three of 
them seriously. 

Yesterday's riot came as a cli- 
max to a week of demonstrations. 
The fanmers were demanding 
higher prices for their products and 
ἃ greater share in the prosperity of 
the European Common Market. 

Gendarmes used tear-gas and 


perse the thousands of farmers 
bombarding them with paving 
stones. 

Eye-witmesses said police fired 
shots above the crowd when one 
section of it got out of control and 
started smashing cars and shops 
windows.

Peres: Soviets 
must quit Egypt 
in peace accord 


‘Transport Minister Shimon Peres 
said yesterday that any peace agree- 


ment should provide for the re- 
moval of the Bie military con- 


tingents from τ. Indicating that 
he had proposed this also at the 
Cabinet.- he - that this _point 
should form of the negotia- 


tions on the natuge of peace. 

Addressing a press luncheon at 
Beit Agron in Jerusalem, Mr. Peres 
reiterated the Government's position 
that Israel would draw a map of 
its future defensible borders only 
at the negotiating tabie. He stres- 
sed the importance of Israe] heing 
firm at the very outset of the nego- 
tiating process, because adopting 
such a position only towards the 
end might came too late. 


The main thing: for Israel now 
was not to be impatient and not 
to get nervous, he said, adding that 
any hasty or premature decision a 
year or two ago would not have 
brought peace. The basic weakness 
of the U.S. proposals on interna- 
tional tees and a peace-keep- 
ing force was that they aim at 
applying to the present situation 
those 1957 guarantees, which had 
failed in 1967. Secretary of State 
William Rogers erred in thinking 
that their failure was caused by 
sheer technical weakness, he said, 
stressing that the fact the Amer- 
icams never tried to activate those 
guarantees when it. came to a test, 
had resulted in (heir failure. 

Mr. Peres said that any agree- 
ment on the opening of the Suez 
Canal should come in the form of 
8 partial, and not as an interim 
settlement, that would only call for 
a further withdrawal. He differed 
with Ambassador Yitzhak Rabin's 
view that such a solution might be 
feasible under the present circum- 
stances, 


‘Mr. Peres said he was still in 
favour of seeking some sort of fede- 
ration between Israel and the West 
Bank, stating that an informal fede- 
ration, in fact, already existed.

Sadat says 


PARIS. — President Sadat of Egypt said yesterday that his February 
4 proposal for reopening of the Suez Canal, on condition that the Is-. 
raeli forces partially withdraw from Sinai, still stands. 


In an interview broadcast over 
French television, Sadat sald that 
he would not hold direct negotia- 
tions “with the other side which 
has conquered Egyptian territory.” 
In the interview, made on March 
16, Sadat again condemned Israel's 
refusal to withdraw to the pre-Six 
Day War borders. For this reason, 
he explained, the Egyptian Govern- 
ment had refused to prolong the 
cease-fire after March 7. 

“1 stand on the offer 1 made on 
February £ to re-open the Suez 
Canal... I nave even gone much 
further than this, I say: just when 
the Israeli troops start the first 
phase of withdrawal, I shall start 
by repairing the Canal — at the 
Same moment, 50 that, in the .mi- 
zimum time, wé can arrange for 
the Canal to be open for free na- 
vigation.” he sald. 

“Hither they (the Israelis) take my 
Buarantees or accept that the force 
from the four big powers should 
guarantee this freedom of naviga- 
tion,” he continued. 


~ 

‘LOST BATTLE, NOT WAR’ 

The Egyptian President described 
the situation since the end of the 
cease-fire as “a deadlock.” “I have 
lost a battle,” he said, “but I haven’t 
lest the war. If I had lest the 
war... like Germany or Japan... 
I would agree to sit at this table, 
and agree to (the? enforcing (οὐ) 
any conditions.” 

Sadat went on to say that the 
decision not to renew the cease- 
fire was his own initiative. “Ir I 
had extended the cease-fire for one 
hour, no one in my country would 
have agreed at all,” he said. 

If troops from the U.S.. the 
Soviet Union, Britain and France 
were brought to the Tiran Straits, 
“they must be on either side of 
the Egyptian and Israeli border,” 
he said. 

Giving his reasons for not ex- 
tending the Suez Canal cease-fire 
beyond the March 7 deadline, the 
President said: “IZ think it Is a 
matter of national pride. Are we 
ready to defend our territory or 
not? They (the Israelis) have put 
it as simply as that. So we said 
we cannot extend the cease-fire.” 

Sadat said if war resumed “it 
would be our fate. We have done 
our utmost for peace, and we can't 
go an inch further than this. If it 
is a challenge to our dignity and 
our country, we must accept the 
challenge whatever it costs.” 


DID ‘UTMOST’ FOR PEACE 


Sadat said he would not agree 
to a demilitarized zone in the Sinai 
desert alone. "There must be a de- 
militarised zone on both sides of 
the frontier," he said. 

Sadat said Israel's main plan is 
the expansion of its territory. 
“They asked for the Jews of the 
Soviet Union. Where are they going 
to put them in Israel? About three 
millions or so? They want new 
land. Well. every time we agree to 
anything they will find an excuse 
and find anything to put a block 
for the whole efforts of peace.” 

Twice in the interview he stres- 
sed that Egypt made its decisions 
independently of Moscow. -- -

HUSSEIN SUSPICIOUS 


Meanwhile, Jordan's King Hussein 
yesterday expressed his suspicions 
about Egypt’s apparent efforts 
aimed at reopening the Suez Canal. 
In an laterview with the Mutual 
Broadcasting System, Hussein said 
that a Canal reopening In return 
for partial Israel withdrawal would 
lessen Europe's concern about the 
Middle East conflict, but would not 
help solve the problem. The Jor- 
danian monarch was quoted by Bei- 
rut Radlo as voicing his reservation 
about the internationalization of 
Jerusalem, saying that this “would 
take us back to the 1947 partition 
plan." 


Egypt yesterday was reported to 
have agreed to a Jordanian nomina- 
tion of a new ambassador in Cairo. 
The candidate was said to be Maj- 
Gen. Ali Hayari, a former Jor- 
danian “free officer,” who as Chief 
of Staff fled Jordan in 1958 after 
plotting against Hussefn, He was 
pardoned seven years later while in 
Cairo, and later was reinstated as 
Defence Minister, and more recently 
served as a military adviser to 
King Hussein.

‘Osservatore’ charges on J'lem 


branded as ‘ch

The accusations of Jerusalem's 
“Judaization,” flung by the Vati- 
can’s mouthpiece, “Osservatore Ro- 
mano," at Israel-on Monday, came 
as a jolt to observers in Jerusalem. 
While the Government was not 
rushing to react to the charges — 
the translation of the articie was 
said to be taking an inordinately 
long time — observers in the ca- 
pital dismissed the piece as an 
example of cheap journalism, un- 
worthy of the Vatican's usually 
objective newspaper and clearly 
inspired by Arab Christian circles 
hostile to Israel. 


The allegations in the “Osserva- 
tore’ editorial — for example the 
planned eviction of 6,000 Arabs from. 
the Old City — were described by 
informed observers as a contempti- 
ble tissue of lies. Had they first 
been submitted for approval to the 
churchman best informed on the 
situation in Jerusalem, the Vati- 
can’s Apostolic Delegate, they un- 
guestionably would have been dele- 
ted, observers said. 

The “Osservatore” demand for 
Jerusalem's internationalization was 
also wholly unexpected. Since 1952, 
there had been only one occasion, 
in 1967, when the Vatican reverted 
to support of the idea of an interna- 
tional regime for the Holy City. In 
fact, the Pope himself. in a state- 
ment last week called for recogni- 
tion of the pluralism of religtous 
rights in the city, avoiding any re- 
ference to internationalization. His 
Stand was immediately afterwards 
underscored in a background policy 
briefing by a high Vatiean official. 
The Holy See is believed to be still 
satised with the Israel plan for 
control of Holy Places by. the 
Churches to which they belong.

Mrs. Meir's chief intention was to 
discuss Israel's current views with 
Mr. Barbour, who had been in- 
disposed for some time, it was 
said.

Argentine junta takes over power 


BUENOS ‘AIRES (Reuter). — Ar- 
gentina's Army, Navy and Air 
Force chiefs seized power in a 
bloodless coup yesterday and in- 
dicated they would rule as a three- 
man junta in place of toppled Pre- 
sident Roberto ‘Levingston — the 
military man they themselves had 
appointed. 

‘Gen, Levingston, 51, was in pow- 
er only nine months, He took office 
after being recalled from his post 
as milttary attache in ‘Washington 
and appointed head of state by 
the armed forces who 10 
earlier ousted the Juan Carlos On- 
gania regime. 

Gen. Levingston is the ninth Pre- 
sident of ‘Argentina to be ousted 
by ἃ military coup in just over 
40 years of the country’s turbulent 


The announcement of Gen. Le- 


. vingston’s removal from power was ° 


made by Army Commander-in-Chief 
Alejandro Lanusse at a news con- 
ference after an hour-long meet- 
ing of the armed forces comman.- 
ders. 

Tt followed a series of swift over- 
night developments set in motion 
by ἃ sudden late-evening decision 
from Levingston dismissing Gen. 
LLanusse from his post. 

But Levingston’s attempt to get 
rid of the army chief, who was 
opposed to his nationalist policies, 
‘backfired. The commanders of the 
Wavy and Air Force immediately 
rallied to Gen, Lanusse's support. 

Gen. Lanusse told the press con- 
ference the decision to sack Le- 
vingston was taken to avoid a 
split in the armed forces and it 
was decided the junta of comman- 
ders-in-chief would rule until the 
objectives of the Argentine revolu- 
tion were fulfilled.

The decision of the Histadrut Executive to raise the ceiling on the unified tax 


from 1L700 to 111,000 a month, which came into effect on March 1 1971, is not 
intended as a tax increase but rather as an amendment to the relative contri- 


‘bution that each member has to make for all the services the Histadrut makes 
available to its members, based on the principle of mutual aid, The point is: 
You should pay according to your means and get services according to your 
needs. 


Is it fair, therefore, that a worker earning up to 1700 a month should be 
paying for the services he gets (sick fund, membership, trade union, culture, 
etc.) a certain percentage of his wages, whereas a worker earning more than 
IL700 a month would be paying for the same privileges a lower percentage, 
which decreases as his total income increases? 


‘ Consider the following figures: 


* A person earning up to 1.700 a »month pays tax (including family in- 
surance) on 1009, of his wages. 

% A person earning IL1,400 a month pays tex (including family insurance) 
on 50% of his wages. 

* A person earning IL2,100 a month pays tax (including family insurance) 
on 331490 of his wages. 


The unified tax is essentially designed to provide the worker and his family 
with health insurance, trade protection, provident funds (‘Mishan”, “Dor- 
Ledor”, “Matsiv’), cultural activities, ete. 


Neither the tax grading nor the ceiling have changed in the past five years, 
while the average salary has risen from ILA77 to IL680 a month and the num- 
ber of those earning IL700 and over has inore than doubled during this period. 
It turns out that a Histadrut member who was earning less than IL.700 a 
month has been paying increasing tax with his rise in salary, while those earn- 
ing more than 1L700 — whose ‘number increases yearly — have been paying 
the same tax all along. 


This is clearly unfair, and the rise in the tax ceiling to IL1,000 was introduced 
in order to balance the situation somewhat. 

A member who has duly paid his unified tax, according to his actual grade, 
and has fulfilled his obligations towards the political movements in the Hista- 
drat, will have his taxes reduced on less than IL700, while a person earning 
up to 11,000 a month will be paying on a graded scale (which now includes 
all the services, together with election expenses in the Histadrut and trade 
unions), at most an extra IL5.10 a month; thus the maximum tax until now 
was JL39.85 a month, and as from March 1, 1971, it comes to IL44.95. 


The gap in the taxation percentage has been narrowed, but not completely 
eliminated, for a nunber of reasons; thus a person earning up to IL700 a 
month pays 5.66% of his salary on unified tax, and a person earning 111,000 
still pays 4.50% 


The data of the Central Tax Bureau show that, out of 650,000 members, 
335,000 will be paying a higher unified tak while 315,000 will be paying a lower 
tax and will also get reductions; the latter are, of course, those in the lower- 
income bracket. 


‘This is, accordingly, a correction in the Mistadrut texation system — and not 
just a tax increase. 


ABOLISHMENT OF THE POLITICAL TAX 
The Executive also decided to abolish the “political tax”, which was optional 
since its introduction two years ago, and which was allocated to all the parties 
in the Histadrut. 


In was decided instead to devote 5.5% of the unified-tax revenue to elections 
for the Histadrut and trade unions. This amounts, for an individual menber 
paying according to the maximum grading, to at most 11.1.95 a month. 


It should be clear that this controlled budgeting of elections will ensure a fair 
representation of the parties according to their relative menbership in the 
Histadrut. 


It is true that heretofore the political tax was allocated to all the parties, but 
as it was an optional tax not all the parties saw to it that it was collected from 
their members. 


It should be pointed out that this is not a “Histadrut invention”..There is a 
precedent in the Knesset, which has financed the election campaigns by na- 
tional funds, and this is also common practice in the democratic countries of 
Western Europe, 


We hope the public will appreciate the considerations of the Histadrut Exe- 
cutive in making this decision.

Israel's new Davis Cup captain, 
Ian Froman, told The Jerusalem 
Post after the meeting: “The 
players are very disappointed by 
the decision, and find it hard to 
accept.” They would clarify their

McCarthy advocates ‘defensible 


borders’

Mr. McCarthy, an unsuccessful
